The IAHRC has prepared a budget request for FY 1978 - 

$629,000, nearly double the current year figure, and will 
use the increased funds for five new positions, three 
commission meetings in Washington and special trave ' y 
the Chairman. 

We expect quiet opposition, from, the ..Southern Cope 
countries plus' several Central American states'most 
criticized^for human rights offenses.. The "politicization, 
of the Commission will be their primary criticism. 

Opposition on budget grounds will be difficult to sustai 
in light of Carlos Andres Perez', speech to the OAS last 
^eek in which he promised Venezuela would cover any added 
costs of IAHRC operations from its own contnbutio . 

With your approval, we intend to announce that the^ 

US will invite the IAHRC to make an on-site investigation 
in this country at any time; we also plan to encourage,- 
like-minded states to make similar announcements, cos.a 
Hot and Venezuela will be prepared to dosoand others 
especially the Caribbean countries, are likely to foll °
